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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 16-21, 23-29, 31-33, 37-42, 46-65 and 68-78 are pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 20, filed April 22, 2009, with respect to claims 41, 46, 49-50 and 
63 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 41, 46, 49-50 and 63 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US Pat No 6,015,555 (newly cited filed May 19, 
1995; PTO 892) has been withdrawn. Specifically, the '555 patent fails to teach the following 
blocks of amino acids at the stated positions 220S and 33 1 S despite the reference sequence has 
98.6% identity to the claimed SEQ ID NO: 1. 

3. The rejection of claims 41, 47-48, 57, 59-62 and 70 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Pat No 6,015,555 (newly cited filed May 19, 1995; PTO 892) in view of Griffin et al (of 
record, Blood 86: 4430, Dec 1995; PTO 892) has been obviated because the primary US Pat No 
6,015,555 fails to teach the blocks of amino acids at the stated positions 220S and 33 IS despite 
the reference sequence has 98.6% identity to the claimed SEQ ID NO: 1. 

4. The rejection of claims 48 and 65 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Pat No 
6,015,555 (newly cited filed May 19, 1995; PTO 892) in view of Griffin et al (of record, Blood 
86: 4430, Dec 1995; PTO 892) as applied to claims 41, 47-48, 57, 59-62 and 70 mentioned above 
and further in view of US Pat 5,846,534 (newly cited, Filed April 29, 1995; PTO 892) has been 
obviated because the primary US Pat No 6,015,555 fails to teach the blocks of amino acids at the 
stated positions 220S and 33 1 S despite the reference sequence has 98.6% identity to the claimed 
SEQ ID NO: 1.
